Washington, Dee. 14.— Thu fed­ 
eral bureau of education has been 
making a study of the wider use of 
school buildings in Indiana and other 
states. 
The purpose of the investi­ 
gation is summarized in the report 
as follows: 
“It is a matter of com­ 
mon observation that school proper­ 
ties throughout the country are being 
increasingly used outside of the reg­ 
ular class hours, but how many cit­ 
ies are thus utilizing their schools, 
how many schools in each of these 
cities have the wider use, how con­ 
tinuous it is and what it consists of 
in these various schools—upon these 
points no accurate information has 
been available. 
To assemble such in­ 
formation as could he obtained upon 
these points was the object of this 
inquiry.” 
The investigation showed the fol-

A. A. A. respectfully asks congress, in 
its consideration of federal aid in good 
roads to the several states, to bear in 
mind that highway s constructed in 
seacoast and border sta tes should pos­ 
sess a relationship to the military pre­ 
paredness of the country which is de­ 
manding such widespread attention.” 
The sta te and local clubs of the 
American Automobile association are 
calling to the attention of their repre­ 
sentatives in congress this action of 
the national automobile body and also 
asking that a bill shall be passed pro­ 
viding for an annual federal appropria­ 
tion, divided among the several states 
on the basis of area, population and 
road mileage, to be supplemented by a 
like amount of money from the sta tes 
and the total to be ex pended ou post 
and military roads, selected through 
the co-operation of the respective state 
highway departments.

A clothes prop which will not desert 
its job and allow* the clean clothes to 
Mop to the ground under the influence 
of a passing breeze has been recently 
invented by a Connecticut genius. In­ 
stead of the usual forked end made to 
receive the clothesline, the new prop 
has a round aperture near the end with 
a slot leading downward from it to 
the edge of the prop. A finger of spring 
metal guards this slot so that when the 
rope has been slipped by it into posi­ 
tion for supporting the line it cannot 
become freed accidentally, but when 
it is desired to take the prop off the 
line it may he readily done by pressing 
the metal down with the finger and al­ 
lowing the rope to pass through the 
slot.

Place the ingredients when well mixed 
in a preserving kettle, bring slowly to 
the boll and simmer for two hours. 
Add three-quarters of a cupful of but­ 
ter, stir until it is dissolved and turn 
iuto glass preserving jars. 


Mulle d Cide r. 
This old fashioned beverage w*as a 
decided favorite in colonial days. 
It 
is an excellent mild tonic and war­ 
ranted to break up a cold if sipped 
boiling hot just before retiring. 
Beat 
three eggs well and add just enough 
sugar to tone down the slight acidity 
of the cider that is to be used. 
Boll 
one quart of cider for five minutes, 
then pour it slowly upon the eggs and 
stir briskly. 
Return to the saucepan, 
heat again almost to the boiling point, 
pour into thick glasses and dust the 
tops with grated nutmeg.
